A .32-caliber revolver, from 
which three shots had been fired, 
lay near the body. 

About eight feet away, in front 
of the bar, was Morfia’s body. 
Under it was a .38-caliber revol- 
ver, containing six empty shells. 

Morfia was shot in the head 
and abdomen. Greenberg, a St. 
Louis “contact man“ for racketeer 
Michey Cohen of Los Angeles, 
was shot in the head. 

David Creely, 7727 Court drive, 
University City, was leaving the 
cloak room, near the night club, 
when police reached the scene. 
Creely, a former convict, who re- 
ceived financial aid from the late 
Clarence (Gully) | 
Creely bought an interest in a 
downtown restaurant, said he was 
merely a customer. 

However, in a cardboard box in 
the cloakroom, police found a .32- 
caliber revolver, a so-called “Sat- 
urday Night Drumhead,” from 
which three shells had been fired. 
One bullet protruded from the 
muzzle and another was wedged 
between the cylinder and barrel. 

Greenberg, who operated ‘a tav- 
ern at 2100 Olive and lived up- 
stairs, appeared at the Mocambo 
with two companions, Creely re- 
lated. Another customer at the 
bar was Tony Carlo, excavating 
contractor, who lives at the Con- 
gress Hotel, 275 Union boulevard. 

Denied Drinks By Bartender. 

Creely related: I was at the 

end of the bar about 1:35 when 
Tony Carlo asked the bartender 
for a drink. The bartender said 
he couldn’t serve him because 
they were closed. 
“Then I saw Greenberg and 
two others at the bar. They 
asked for drinks and were re- 
fused. Greenberg then asked 
Carlo to use his influence to get 
service for them. 

“Morfia came up and told Carlo 
and Greenberg neither could be 
served. Carlo and Greenberg be- 
gan kidding each other and then 
they began arguing. 

“Morfia said to. Greenberg: 
‘Please, let’s have no trouble here. 
I'm trying to run a decent place. 
I don’t come to your place and 
bother your customers. I don’t 
tell you to break the law.“ 

Creely said ke walked to the 
west end of the 40-foot bar, then 
heard shots. “I saw Morfia on 
the floor,” he continued.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (UP)— 
President Truman will ask fer 
about 10 billion dollars in higher 
taxes in his special message to 
Congress Friday, congressional 
sources said today. 

They said a recommendation 
for another six billion increase 
will be made later. 

Truman and his top economic 
advisers discussed the program 
with members of the Tax-Framing 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee at a White House conference. 
In a move for bipartisan unity, 
Truman for the first time invited 
Republican as well as Democratic 
members of the committee to the 
White House. 

Truman’s Tax Proposal. 

Here’s what they said Truman 
told the tax-writers he would 


propose in Friday’s message: 


1. About four billions: more in 


individual income taxes. This will 
be made up through a four-point 
increase in rates. The conferees 
understood that the four-point 
increase for individuals ‘would 
apply to each tax bracket. For 


example, the first $2000 of tax - 


able income would be taxed 24 
per cent instead of 20 per cent. 
The rate on the ‘seeond 32000 
would be 26 per cent, instead of 
22 per cent, and so on all up the 
ladder: No reduction in the pres- 
ent $600 exemption is contem- 
plated at this time. 


2. An increase of about three 
billions in corporation income 
taxes. This will call for an in- 
crease in the corporate tax rate 
from the present maximum of 47 
per cent to 55 per cent. 

3. An increase in excise taxes 
of about two billions. This will 
call for increases on some items 
now taxed, and for levying new 
taxes on some items not now 
taxed. 

4. Closing of “loopholes” in the 
present tax laws to add another 
billion or so. This will include 
proposed taxation of mutual sav- 
ings banks, a withholding tax 
collection method on corporation 
dividentis, and a reduction in the 
present allowances for oil and 
gas depletion and other special 
allowances. 

Congress voted an eight-billion 
tax boost last year—$4,700,000,- 
000 in individual and corporation 
income tax increases and a $3,- 
300,000,000 excess profits tax. 

Those who attended the con- 
ference said no mention was 
made of a national sales tax. 

House Debates Tariff. 


Elsewhere on the congressional 
front, the House began its peri- 
odic debate on tariffs with Re- 
publicans demanding that Com- 
munist countries be barred from 
benefits of reduced tariffs in 
America’s trade treaties. 

Such a bar will be sought when 
the House begins voting Monday 
on the Administration-backed bill 
to extend the 1934 reciprocal 
tradé law for three more years,

The new order permits a wage 
increase of $1.60 a day for about 
400,000 soft coal miners which 
takes effect tomorrow. It appar- 
ently does .not permit, however, 
a similar increase to about 75,000 
hard coal miners, but Board 
Chairman Cyrus S. Ching said

Krupp and his eight: executives 
freed today had been convicted 
at Nuernberg of collaboration 
with the Hitler government in 
the use of slave labor and in the 
spoliation of conquered countries.

LA PRENSA IS TIED

BY LABOR DISPUTE 


BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 31 (UP) 


1 — The politically - independent 


newspaper La Prensa failed to 
publish for the sixth day today 
because of a dispute with the 
news vendors union. 

The union, which has demand- 
ed a monopoly on Prensa’s local 
sales and 20 per cent of the news- 
paper’s want-ad revenue for its 
welfare fund, termed the dispute 
a strike and refused to distribute 
the newspaper. 

But Prensa publisher Alberto 
Gainza Paz pointed out there was 
no conflict between the newspa- 
per and its employes and that the 
dispute actually was a boycott 
and “act of aggressién” against 
it because the newspaper was po- 
litically independent. 
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At the same time Argentina's 
oldest newspaper, the English- 
language Standard, called on 
President Juan D. Peron to end 
the boycott.

Analysts called this the most 
important religious event since 
the Reformation of the 1500s 
in Europe. 8 

The council includes 29 denom- 

inations—25 Protestant and four 
Eastern. Orthodox—with nearly 
32,000,000 members, and 11 pre- 
viously separate inter-denomina- 
tional agencies. 

“In the providence of God,” 
the preamble of the council's con- 
stitution begins, “the time has 
come when it seems fitting more 
fully to manifest the éssential 
oneness of the Christian Churches 
of the United States 


Provides Unified Voice. 

The alliance gives a majority 
segment of American religious 
adherents a unified voice, and the 
increased strength of collective 
prestige. It also combines their 
support behind a broad program 
of education, missionary work, 
service and toward guiding the 
ethics of society. 

“Christianity—the cement that 
has held our social order together 
—is building a mutual rampart,” 
said Dr. Samuel McCrea Cavert, 
the council’s top administrative 
officer. “But we still know that 
the basic thing is where it has 
always been—in the heart of the 
individual.” 

Governing policies of the coun- 
cil safeguard the right of member 
bodies to worship as they please. 
There is no control over denom- 
inational organization, doctrine or 
customs. 

“Co-operation with freedom“ is 
the watchword. 

While the council specifically 
does not foster organic unions, 
its development has come hand- 


in-hand with a growing tendency | 


toward such mergers. 

In the last 40 years, 14 major 
church unions have occurred, 
involving 29 previously separate 
denominations. Although nu- 
merous small sects have sprung 
up during the time, they repre- 


souri Synod of the Lutheran 
church, with more than 1,700,000 
members. 

Although the big Missouri Sy- 
nod is taking part in tentative 
steps to unite some of the 17 Lu- 
theran branches, it has remained 
aloof from the national agency. 

“Some of the churches in the 
council speak as we do: some do 
not,” said the Rev. Oswald C. J. 
Hoffman, a Missouri Synod 
spokesman. “We feel it would 
be impossible for such a non- 
descript organization to offer real 
concerted Christian testimony. In 
general, we consider it less of, a 
problem not to be a member.” 

Lutherans traditionally have 
steered clear of most interfaith 
activity, but the second largest 
Lutheran body, the United Lu- 
theran church, with 1,400,000 
members, last year decided to en- 
ter the new council. 

“In this step, our churches 
crossed a very important merid- 
ian,” said Dr. F. Eppling Rein- 
ertz, the church’s general secre- 
tary. “So far as we are con- 
cerned, the last four years have. 
seen a greater development in the 
sphere of interdenominational co- 
operation than the previous 40 
years.” 
Some Baptists Join. 

While three other Baptist de- 
nominations with a total of 8,500,- 

members have joined the 
council, the ardently independent 
Southern Baptists feel they would 
lose some freedom if they did so. 

Their administrative head, Dr. 
Duke K. McCall of Nashville, 
Tenn., said Southern Baptists 
view some council actions as “lib- 
eral” and feel the council is too 
highly centralized. 

“The Southern Baptist conven- 
tion works toward decentraliza- 
tion, a sort of free co-operative 


enterprise,“ he said. Each South- 


ern Baptist church is virtually an 
autonomous body.“ 

Direct opposition to the council 
has come chiefly from another 
church federation, the American 
Council of Christian Churches, 
which represents 15 smaller de-

Looming Disaster 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your sane, realistic views with refer- 
ence to American po toward China 
should be widely and it is high 
time they were expressed on every 
hand, especially to the Government. 
Otherwise the pressure in Congress and 
in other quarters toward a war with 
China may be successful. The result 
might be disaster for the cause of the 
West, and would certainly bring dis- 
repute upon that cause. 

Communist China is, of course, an 
aggressor today by any meaningful 
standard, but it does not follow that 
military sanctions against China would 
be morally justified or wise. Civilized 
societies have long since learned that 
individual perpetrators of crime should 
receive treatment based on understand- 
ing, rather than simply punishment. 
The same truth must be applied to 
individuals in the mass, if international 
frictions are ever to be overcome. 

The causes of the present situation 
in and around China go far back of 
immediate events, The relatively hon- 
orable role of the United States in the 
record of Western imperialism does not 
save us from a hostility which is at 
least: partly justified. Our military 
support of the Nationalist Government 
during recent years has naturally 
aroused additional enmity toward us.. 

Neither we nor the United Nations 
can fail to adopt a firm policy in sup- 
port of decency and order on that ac- 
count; but it is highly necessary to 
avoid provocation on our own part, or 
the wanton cruelty of bombing Chinese 
cities. Our military operations must 
be limited to such containment as is 
possible within the framework of a 
policy that avoids all-out war. Such a 
war could only dissipate our forces and 
earn for us the undying hatred of the 
people of all Asia.

Only a conference with Communist China, how-. 
ever, can settle the basic differences. 

Is our Government ready to hold such a con- 
ference? Is it ready to go halfway in consid- 
ering such issues as our continued support of 
Chiang Kai-shek and our protection of his 
Formosa base? 

Until the United States is ready to do these 
things, we shall be suspect to the great major- 
ity of Asian peoples, and we shall run the daily 
risk of irrevocable commitment to a senseless 
and indecisive Asian war.

The manner of Representative John B. Sulli- 
van’s death suggests that it was caused by over- 
work. He had been warned a number of times 
by medical advisers to get more rest. So it is 
a tragic reminder of his devotion to duty, and, 
more broadly, that the members of the House of 
Representatives are very busy people. 

In the three terms during which Mr. Sullivan 
represented the Eleventh District, he missed 
only three roll calls. No doubt, he would have 
maintained the record in the new term which 
he was just starting. This faithful attendance, 
in itself, is a remarkable testimonial, But Mr. 
Sullivan did not consider his duty discharged by 
mere attendance in the House. He studied legis- 
lation, and he voted on it intelligently. His 
record was one of support for the Roosevelt and 
Truman programs. ; 

The individual needs of his constituents also 
were of great concern to him. His mail was not 
neglected, nor were appeals insincerely brushed 
aside. It cannot be said that Mr. Sullivan made 
an historic reputation in the House as à great 
orator or as the originator of much major legis- 
lation. Such distinction comes to very, very 
few House members. Yet if every Representa- 
tive were as faithful as Mr. Sullivan in attend- 
ance and as ready to vote his convictions on 
even the most controversial measures, the House 
would be held in considerably higher respect. 

His death is a reminder that St. Louis, over 
the years, has been well represented in the low- 
er chamber. It is to be hoped that Mr. Sullivan’s 
successor will measure up to his standard. 
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Food for India, Without Strings 


The United States is under a particular re- 
sponsibility to respond to India’s need for food. 
If this country had not scuttled the “world food 
bank” plan, and done so without proposing any 
practical alternative, India’s need might have 
been taken care of under that plan as a matter 
of course. 

Members of Congress who do not like India’s 
opposition to some of the United States’ present 
foreign policies may be tempted to play politics 
with food. This would be beneath them and 
beneath their country. Walter Lippmann makes 
that point in his column today. 

Argentina came under criticism in this coun, 
try for playing politics with its foodstuffs. It 
is truly unthinkable that the United States 
should take that same unworthy course. 

But as long as the possibility exists of using 
food to attain political ends that have otherwise 
proved unattainable, the temptation so to use it 
will also exist.

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What About Air Raid Shelters? 
Before Missouri cities can avail themselves of 


any of the federal funds for civil defense which . 


the pending budget bill would supply, much 


work must be done. 


Missouri’s earmarked share is $33,637,500, says 
the newly-appointed regional director of the 
Federal Civil Defense Administration, Edward 
F. Stegen. Of that total, a major sum would be 
reserved for construction of air-raid shelters. 

Like other Missouri cities, St. Louis is not 
ready yet to build any.shelters. Raymond 
Tucker, the city’s new director of civil defense, 
has still to set up an engineering organization 
that can look into all the proposals and possi- 
bilities and make recommendétions as to which 
should be discarded and which carried ‘out. 

Proposals have been made to use the down- 
town railway tunnel as a shelter, to tear down 
the old Federal Building and revamp its founda- 
tion, to make use of storm sewers and caves, 
These ideas should all be thoroughly examined, 
and Mr. Tucker’s engineers should also survey 
bank vaults, basements. and sub-basements of 
major buildings of reinforced concrete con- 
struction, to determine whether they could be 
made safe, and if 80, exactly what work would. 
need to be done on them. 

Not until it is known how many people can be 
taken care of by existing or remodeled struc- 
tures can it be known how many will remain to 
be taken care of by new structures. Still an- 
other proposal suggests. combination shelters 
and parking garages under Memorial Plaza. 
Whatever new construction is attempted should, 
we think, serve also, if practicable, in some reve- 
nue-producing capacity, such 48 a’ parking ga- 
rage or subway. A peacetime use surely is 
desirable if one can be provided. In this con- 
nection some amefidatory legislation is called 
for at Washington. 

Under the present law, matching funds can be 
obtained only for single-pirpose air-raid shel- 
ters. RFC loans are authorized for combination 
structures, but the cost even of matching the 
Federal Government grants would be a severe 
strain on the states and cities. The present law

Facts of the Famine. 


The problem of the Indian fam- 
ine is grave and urgent, and what 
we do about that famine will have 
great ‘and far-reaching conse- 
quences. 4 

The main facts of the problem 
are as follows. 

There has been a crop failure 
in India during the past year 
which is due primarily to a com- 
bination of natural disasters in 
the different parts of India—to 
floods in some regions, drought 
in others, to the earthquakes in 
Assam, and to a plague of locusts. 

There are about 100,000,000 
people who depend on rationed 
food, and they are already down 
to nine ounces of rice or wheat 
a day. These rations cannot be 
sustained until the autumn unless 
the Indian government imports 
about 6,000,000 tons of food 
grains, of wheat, millets, and rice. 

Two-thirds of this amount, or 
4,000,000 tons, the Indian govern- 
ment has been able to procure 
and pay for—with some assist- 
ance from us. But 2,000,000 tons

Under these conditions failure 
to provide the food can be due 
only to one reason—an intention 
to use the granting and the with- 
holding of the food as an instru- 
ment of diplomatic pressure upon 
a government with which we hap- 
pen at the moment to be dis- 
agreeing. 

That is something we ought not 
to do. It is beneath us. We can- 
not, we must not, stoop to it. It 
is also something that we cannot 
afford to do. For it would illus- 
trate too dramatically the propa- 
ganda of our enemies — namely 
that American philanthropy un- 
dermines the independence of the 
nations which accept it. 

Let us not defame ourselves by 
giving even a shred of justifica 
tion to the charge that we could 
let people die of hunger because 
their government did not vote as 
our government would like that 
government to vote. 

Let us not place between the 
people of India and the people of 
America, perhaps for decades or 
generations to come, such a ter- 
rible memory. 


Let Us Show the World. 


Let us not for lack of imagina- 
tion and experience do as a gov- 
ernment what no decent Ameri- 
can would dream of doing if it 
were his own personal and pri- 
vate responsibility to give or to 
withhold out of his surplus, food 
for men, women and children 
who are dying of hunger. 

Let us rather buy with this 
food and this money the incal- 
culable benefit of having proved 
to the whole world that we do 
indeed believe in freedom—and 
that we do not buy the con- 
sciences of our friends but only 
their good will and their confi- 


It is known that we can supply 
this amount of food—mostly but 
not entirely in the form of wheat. 

The necessary ships are also 
available, though it may be neces- 
sary to use some ships that are 
now mothballed. ;
